Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On, the 11th February, 1986, at about 11.30 A.M. a gang 
of 14-15 persons of National Socialist Council of Nagaland 
hostOm attacked the branch of State Batik of India-cum- 
Tresuir at Senapatl (Manipur). They were armed with 
^hly sophisticated automatic/semi-automatic weapons of 
Chinese origin. Fight persons including the Section Com¬ 
mander, Head Constable Nandan Singh, Constable B. E. 
NanalhTO Naik Sher Singh and Constable laldeep Singh were 
detaUed for .security duty at the Bank. There were two static 
sentries, one in front and the other at the rear of the building. 
Shri Nandan Singh positioned himself at the main door with 
a view to frisk the men entering the Bank. Nark .Sher Singh, 
and Constable Jaldeep Singh positioned near the strong room. 

A group of 3 persons entered the bank building, one wear¬ 
ing jacket followed by two other wearing shawls. Tic man 
in the jacket, as ho stepj^ inside the bank pushed aside 
Head Constable Nandan Singh and fired at him hitting him 
on the light collar bone. The two others also fired at 
Nandan Singh from automatic fserni-automatic weaiions, 
which they vvere carrying under their shawls. With these 
fatal blows, Shri Nandan Singh slumped to the ground. 
Tiough riddled with bullets wid bleeding, he giappW with 
the aisallahti and did not allow them to go past him.

Before Naik Sher Singh could five another shot, 
one of the insurgents fired at him. The bullet bittina the 
front hand guard of the rifle tore off hi.s right taw. Due to 
pain and injury on the face, he fell down, but returned tbe 
fire. Constable Jaldoen Singh dashed to the adininlng room 
of Bank Manager, fired one shot and broke the front window 
nane and start^ firing on the insurgents. Tie gallant and 
valient action of these officers, in the fare of death, savi^ Ih* 
hank from being looted and iirotected the lives of bank 
'‘ral>|oyeei. 


In this encounter, Shri Nandan Singh, Head Comtable, 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 11th February. 1986, at about 11.30 A,M., a gang 
of 14-15 persons of National Specialist Council of Nagiuand 
hostiles attacked the branch of State Bank of India-cum- 
Trc,asury at Senapati (Manipur). They were armed with 
^hly sophisticated nutomatic/semi-automatic weapons of 
Chinese origin. Eight persons including the .Section Com¬ 
mander, Head Constable Nandan Singh, Constable B. L. 
Nanaihya. Naik Sher Singh and Constable laldeep Singh 
were detailed for security duty at the Bank. There were two 
static sentries, one in front and other at the rear of the build¬ 
ing. Shri Nandan Singh positioned himself at the main door 
with, a view to frisk the men entering the Bank. Naik Sher 
Singh and Constable Jaldeep Singh positioned near the strong 
room. / 

A group of 3 persona entered the bank building, one wear¬ 
ing jacket followed by two othera wearing shawls. The man 
in the jacket as he stepped inside the bank pushed aside Head 
Constable Nandan ^gh and fired at him hitting him on tbe 
right collar bone. The two others also fired at Nandap from 
automatic/semi-automatic weapons, which they were carrying 
under their shawls. With these fatal blows, Shri Nandan 
Singh slumped to the ground. Though riddled with bullets 
and bleeding, he grappled with the assailants and did not 
allow them to go past him. He finally fell dead riddled with 
13 bullet holes In his body. 

Constable B. L. Nanaihya who was on sentry duty in front 
of the bank building was fired upon by one of the insurgents;

Constable laldeep 
Singh dashed to the adjoining room of Bank Manager, fired 
one shot and broke the front window pane and started firing 
on the insurgents. The gallant and valient action of these 
officers, in the face of death, saved the bank from being lool- 
ed and protected the lives of bank employees. 

In this encounter, Shri B, L. Nanaihya, Constable, Shri 
Sher Singh, Naik and Stui Jaldecp Singh, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

Stule/iicm of servtct's for M'hich the dccmalion has been 
awarded 

On the 24th May, 1985, at 6 A.M., a CRi’i' convoy con¬ 
sisting ol 8 buses/vehicles and 171 men with proper protec¬ 
tion moved fiom Dimapur transit Camp for linphal (Mani¬ 
pur). While passing through Chat area, drizzling started 
and fog affected visibility. While negotiating a ‘U’ turn the 
first escort vehicle came under heavy automatic fire Irom the 
underground Nagas/Extremists at about 7.50 A.M. in 
between Medziphema and Pherima. As the convoy' stopped, 
Sub-Inspector Pati Ram immediately realised that his convoy 
was ambushed. He immediately placed 2” Mortar in a good 
concealed protected ptsition and ran towards the 'U' turn 
in utter disregard to his personal safety, After reaching the 
second vehicle near ‘,U’ turn he sbout^ to the Incharge of 
first escort party to intimate firing positions and was told that 
fire was coming from all the three sidc.s of the ‘U’ turn, hil¬ 
lock. He gave orders to fire 2” Mortar on the hill slopes and 
on the left of the vehicle. The Bombs fell on the slopes 
thundering the area. This unnerved the ambushers and firing 
stopped from hill slopes. He ran towaids first vehicle and 
foi^ two men lying dead in the vehicle body and many 
others wounded and crying for help. Head Constable Udho 
Dass snatched the rifle of one of his coUeages, took position 
and challenged the hostiles. As there was no suitable place 
to take proper position, he exposed himself to the hostiles, 
During the encounter he sustained bullet injuries. Constable 
Biranchi Chaudhary was standing with I,MG mounted on the 
Ist vehicle. He brought dowm the LMG and placed it on 
the rear of the vehicle and started filing towards the general 
directions from where the fire was coming. Undaunted over 
the cries of wounded men around him he successfully pre¬ 
vented the ambushers to pick up the weapons by firing from 
the LMO, Before Constable Vishnu Kumar could assess the 
situation he found himself under heavy automatic fli'e from 
the rear. As the tail board of the vehicle was kept open 
there was no place to hide or take .shelter, he iramediaicly 
started firing towards the ambushers from SLR. Another 
Constable who was manning a LMO was wounded. Cons¬ 
table Vishnu Kumar took over the LMO and started flrhig 
towaids tho ambushras. His relentless firing kept the head 
of ambushers down and throttled their attempt to cause other 


losses. As a result of stiff and Unexpected resistance from 
the escort party the ambushers retreated to save thek lives, 
taking advantage of dense cover, poor visibility, inclement 
weather and elevated position. 

Sub-Inspector Pati Ram took Head Constable Udho Dass 
to the nearest Assam Rifles, Ml Room, where he later suc¬ 
cumbed to injuries. All the other wounded personnel were 
sent in a bus to Assam Rifle Camp with directions to take 
them to Military Hospital.

Statement of sciykes for which the decorafkrn has been 
awatded 

On the 22nd July, 1983 an information was received that a 
group of MNF were forcibly collecting taxes in village Mum- 
pui urea. The Assistant Sub-Inspector of. PoUce, alongwltb a 
Police party left to encounter the MNF group. On reaching 
near the sipot they started contacting the Police Informers to 
get the exact location of MNF camp. While moving through 
the jungle, they spotted smoke emanating from a ceitain area 
and the Police party cons'isting of two Assistant Sub-Inspectors, 
one Lance Naik, 4 Constables including Shngkunga and R. 
Lallungmuana and one Driver moved stealthily, but the Poliw 
party was spotted by MNF men and in the fust volley of their 
lire. Police informer Lalronghake was killed. Constables Sang- 
kunga and R. LaUungmuanu, who were very close to the in¬ 
former, immediately charged at the MNF, While returhing 
the fire they moved to the position of MNF fit a zig-zag 
manner. These Constables reached the spot and Shri Ssngkunga 
made a physical assault on the hostUes followed by Cons¬ 
table Lallungmuana. They grappled with the MNF and were 
successful in snatching the SAR from the insurgents. When 
they disarmed SS WOII Vardalsiama, another hostile emerged 
from behind but the Constable physically struck him and cap¬ 
tured the criminal Lalzauva. In the meanwhile other insur¬ 
gent started firing which diverted the attention of Constables 
Sangkunga and R, Lallungmuana. Taking advantage of this, 
SS PVT. LaJzauva tried to cscaipe by snatching the SAR but 
he was cut down by the Police firing and died. On being fired 
back the remaining hostiles escaped and left behind a .303 rifle. 
In this encounter SS PVT. Lalzauva was killed and Vanlal- 
siama was arrested. The Commander of the insurgents SS Lt. 
Chhaifliana who had managed to escape was later On found 
dead as a result of the encounter. One SAR with 59 rounds 
of ammunitions, one .303' rifle with 40 rounds and am amount 
of Rs, 3334/- collected illegally were recovered.
